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Dear Editor, 


A question in connection with Mrs* Franklin's 
letter in the Plant has reached me and for the s^e 
of answering questions now and in the years to come, I 
hav^e found various printed notes and dates in connection 
with the Students' Association and L'Dmlle Pianta * both 
of which were started some time before the monthly " at 
home" for students in London to which Mrs* Franklin 
invited students in 1899 and to which she must refer in 
her letter to the Conference Plant* 

In January, 1895, Miss Mason, after 
having overcome many difficulties, moved the whole of 
the House of Education to Scale How, and for the first time 
the students were all together under one roof* fhe 
feeling of being all together under one roof Increased 
the sense of unity among the students in the College, who 
had, up till then, been living in different houses and 
only meeting during hours of work, and this idea of unity 
at last took shape in a practical suggestion* 

Miss Lanphier, who had been trained at 
Springfield from July 1893-1894, went to her first post, 
the Johnstone-Douglases in January, 1895* At Easter, 

1595V she and several other students ppent their holidays 
In Amblealde, a good part of the time at Scale How, taking 
pleasure in all the new arrangements that hd been niade. 

In the typewritten sheets issued with a view to starting a 
magazine and Association, the following occurs,- "Last 
Easter there happened to be in Amble aide representatives 
of five out of the seven sets of students, we thou^t this 
a good opportunity for holding a meeting to consider what 
bond could be formed to hold us all closely together* The 
proposal brought forward at the meeting was that we should 
start an old students' BCagazine, later on this developed 
into the idea of forming a students' Association of which 
the Magazine should be the organ*.* Miss Mason has approved 
of OUT plan and has promised to be President of the 
Association"* 


It was arranged that the work of tue 
magazine should be carried on by a Committee , Proialses 
were obtained from representatives of each of the years 
present to act upon the Oomniittee* Miss Lanphier was 
appointed Editor ^ Mias Parker represented the first 

students I Miss W. Pitching and Miss K*ffood the two 
seta who finished their training in 1893 1 Miss Evans and 

Ml 03 Rankin the two sets who finished their training in 
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1894 1 Miss Leney and Miss Watson tlUfee two sets who fiaiahes 

their training in 1895* 

Miss Beale of Cheltenham paid a visit to 
the College at Easter^ 1895 i and Miss Mason asked her 
to talk to all the students about the Cheltenham badge, as 
suggestions for the Students' Association were desired. 

It was then that she read;ji as one suggestion for the 
students to consider, the lines from the Furgatorio 
from Mrs, Russell Gurney's book on Dante which she 
presented to the library after her visit. 

In January, 1896, the following note appeared 
in the Parents* Review ; - "The first number of the 
Students’ Magazine is^ issued this month. The esprit de 
oorps which has led the ex-atud«nta to start ^his magazine 
•bo form themselves into a society, and to adopt a most Inspiring 
badge is a very promising sign, for the object of these 
q,ulte spontaneous efforts is to enable the solitary irotkera 
to maintain, at a high level, the enthusiasm which "fired them 
during their training". 


In May, 18 98, the students at Scale How 
wrote their letter for the Plant in which they say, 
"Since then we have had Mls¥ pagan, who has awakened In 
us fresh enthusiasm for the Association which she created 
last year(l897)", Xn 1098 (November) Miss Lanphier was 
again at Amble side and "talked over many things with Miss 
Mason and the present students" and a suggestion was made 
for a General Students' Meeting at Easter, l899» As an 
alternative a meeting at the time of the P.F.E.U. 
Conference was suggested and names were invited for both 
n ^eme a .

started a monthly "at home" for London students In a letter 
written to the Plant In 1899,
